The evils of casino gambling 
Dear Editor: 

If I didn't know better I would think that the 
media was supporting legalized casino gainbling 
in Florida. 

Real reporting gives both sides of a story...so 
why is there only media coverage on the gam- 
bling industry proponents?

The introduction of casino gambling, in any 
form, would have serious ramifications for Flori- 
da.

* Compulsive gambling is the fastest-growing 
addiction today! (1) 

* It is estimated that 8 to 9 million people 
cross the invisible line from normal, social gam- 
bling to abnormal pathological gambling. (1) 

* The American Insurance Institute estimates 
that 40 percent of all white collar crime is gam- 
bling related. Š 

* Pathological gamblers commit $1.3 billion of 
insurance fraud a year. (2) 

* Casinos will prey upon Floridians, not 
tourists as some gambling proponents claim. 
The majority (37) of States already have some 
form of gambling instituted; tourists don't need 
to come to Florida for that. (3) 

* Casino complexes are financial "black holes" 


The Everglades: 


By Governor Lawton Chiles 


-The Everglades Forever Act, (SB 1350) pro- 
vides for the cleanup and restoration of the 
Everglades as follows: 

* Ends litigation and begins cleanup. Bill 
effectively ends 36 lawsuits filed against the 
original SWIM plan and permits and authorizes 
the immediate commencement of the Ever- 
glades Construction Project. The Everglades 
Construction Project is designed to clean up and 
restore the Everglades Protection Area which - 
includes the Loxahatchee Refuge, Everglades 
National Park, and the WCAs south of the Ever- 
glades Agricultural Area. - 

* Provides for improved water quality; 
increased water flows and hydroperiod restora- 
tion. Restoration will increase flows to the Ever- 
gladës ecosystem by an average of 28 percent. 
“Makeup water" for water retained on farms by 
Best Management Practices (BMPs) is provided 
along with reduction in the amount of fresh 
water directed to tide. Over 40,000 acres of fil- 
tration marshes, called stormwater treatment 
areas (STA's), will be built to treat excess levels 
of phosphorous that is entering and damaging 
thé WCAs. Also, flows to Rotenberger and to 
Holeyland will include water treated by STAs. 

* Mandates research to establish a scientific, 
numerically-based standard for phosphorus and 
provides 10 parts per billion as a default stan- 
dard if the Department of Environmental Pro- 
tection does not set a standard by 2003. This 
research will be the most comprehensivé scien- 
tific research effort in history for the 
and will be carried out by both DEP and the 
SFWMD. The bill also specified that in no case 
shall the phosphorus criterion allow waters in 
the Everglades Protection Area to be altered so 
äs to cause an imbalance in the natural popula- 
tions of aquatic flora or fauna. nri. 

* Implements the-EAA and C-139 BMPs Pro- 
gram. Requires on-farm treatment through an 
innovative BMP program designed to address 
ALL water quality standards — not just phos- 
phorus, which was the subject of the original 
SWIM plan. These standards must be met by 
Dec. 31, 2006, so that no farm di cause - 
а water quality violation. The SFWMD will 
amend its rules to require certain lands to 
implement. additional BMPs; constant monitor.
